PREAMBLE.

If,  after  such  publication,  the  altera- 
tion proposed  by  the  preceding  General  Assembly  shall  be 
agreed  to,  in  the  first  session  thereafter,  by  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  representation  in  each  House  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, after  the  same  shall  have  been  read  three  times  on 
three  several  days  in  each  House,  then  the  said  General 
Assembly  shall  prescribe  a  mode  by  which  the  amendment 
or  amendments  may  be  submitted  to.the  qualified  voters  of 
the  House  of  Kepresentatives  throughout  the  State ;  and  if, 
upon  comparing  the  votes  given  in  the  whole  State,  it  shall 
appear  that  a  majority  of  the  voters  voting  thereon  have 
approved  thereof,  then,  and  not  otherwise,  the  same  shall 
become  a  part  of  the  Constitution.

AN   ACT   IN  RELATION   TO   THE   LUNATIC   ASYLUM. 


Whereas,  By  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  preamble, 
passed  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-eight,  enti- 
tled "An  act  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  a  State 
Asylnm  for  the  Insane  of  North  Carolina,"  and  of  other 
acts  supplemental  thereto,  passed  since  that  time,  a  tract  of 
laud  has  been  purchased,  and  many  suitable  buildings  have 
been  erected,  and  may  be  erected  thereon,  for  the  accom- 
modation, maintenance,  support  and  care  of  the  insane  of 
this  State,  and  the  Institution  has  been  incorporated  under 
the  name  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  for  the  State  of  North 
Carolina ; 

SicnoN  1.  The  General  Asseinibly  of  North  Carolina  do  corporate  name. 
must^  That  the  said  Institution  shall  be  and  remain  a  cor- 
poration, imder  the  name  of  "  The  Insane  Asylum  of  North 
Carolina,"  and  the  same  is  hereby  invested  with  all  the 
property  which  now  belongs  to  it  under  the  present  or  any 
other  corporate  name ;  and  by  this  name  it  may  acquire 
and  hold,  for  the  purposes  of  its  establishment,  all  such 
property  and  estate  as  may  be  devised,  bequeathed,  or  in 
any  way  given  or  conveyed  to  it. 

Sec.  2.  The  government  of  the  Insane  Asylum  shall  be  Government  of 
vested  in  the  Governor  and  five  Supervisors,  to  be  by  him  cIm."™ 
appointed  every  four  years ;  the  Governor  to  be  ex  officio 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  which  shall  be  called  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  :  Provided  nevertheless^  That  the  present 
Supervisors  shall  be,  and  continue  in  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  appointed :  And  provided  further^  That 
the  Governor  shall  have  power  to  remove  any  of  said  Super- 
visors, and  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  such  removal  from 
office  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  The  quadrennial  appointment  of  said  Supervisors 
shall  be  made  within  thirty  days  after  the  inauguration  of 
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the  Governor,  and  they  shall  continue  in  office  nntil  tlieir

Sec.  4.  The  lioard  ot  Supervisors  shall  direct  and  manage 
the  affairs  of  the  Institution,  and  for  its  better  government 
make  all  necessary  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  the  State,  shall  have  power  to  receive,  hold,  manage, 
convey,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  in  the  name  of  the  Institn- 
tion  all  such  property  or  estate  as  may  hereafter  be  given, 
or  otherwise  conveyed  to  the  Asylum  ;  and  the  members  of 
the  Board  shall  serve  without  reward,  save  their  travelling 
expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  convene  at  the 
Asylum  on  the  first  Monday  of  November  in  each  year  and 
investigate  the  administration  of  its  affiairs,  and  report  on 
the  same  to  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  with  such 
reraaiks  and  recommendations  as  to  them  shall  seem  expe- 
dient.

He  shall  be  a  married  man,  and  shall 
reside  constantly  at  or  near  the  Institution  :  Provide, 
however^  That  the  present  Superintendent  shall  be  deemed 
the  first  appointee  under  the  provisions  ot  this  section.

euact^  That  the  General  Assembly  shall,  iuiinediately  on 
tlie  ratification  of  this  act,  proceed  by  concurrent  vote  to 
Eelect  five  electors  who  shall  be  styled  the  Board  of  Public 
Charities  of  tlie  State  of  Korth  Carolina.  One  of  the  persons 
6o  elected  shall  hold  office  tor  one  year  ;  one  lor  two  yeare, 
one  for  three  years ;  one  for  four  years,  and  one  for  five 
years,  the  term  to  begin  the  first  of  July,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-nine.  Appointments  to  fill  vacancies  in  this 
Board,  caused  by  resignation  of  removal  from  the  State, 
death,  or  from  any  other  cause,  may  be  made  for  the  residue 
of  such  term  by  the  Governor.

They  shall,  beside  their  own  observation, 
avail  themselves  of  correspondence  and  exchange  of  facts 
of  the  labors  of  others  in  these  departments,  and  thus  be 
able  to  afford  the  General  Assembly  data  to  guide  them  in 
future  legislation  for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of 
the  people,  as  well  as  to  contribute  to  enlighten  public 
opinion  and  direct  it  to  interests  so  vital  to  the  prosperity 
of  the  State. 

visits  and  reports  Sbc.  5.  Personal  visits  may  be  required  by  the  Board,  of

5.  Resistance  wilfully  offered  by  any  person  to  the  lawiul 
order  or  process  of  any  Court. 

6.  The  contumacious  and  unlawful  refusal  of  any  person 
to  be  sworn  as  a  witness,  or  when  so  sworn,  the  like  refusal 
to  answer  any  material  question. 

7.  The  publication  of  grossly  inaccurate  report  of  the 
proceedings  in  any  Court ;  but  no  person  can  be  punished 
as  for  a  contempt  in  publishing  a  true,  full  and  fair  report 
of  any  trial,  argument,  decision  or  proceeding  had  in  Court.

He  shall, 
also,  within  the  same  limits,  have  as  a  judicial  oflieer, 
all  the  authority  and  jurisdiction  of  a  Justice  of  the  Pe»ce 
to  issue  process,  to  hear  and  determine  all  causes  of  action 
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which  may  arise  upon  the  ordinances  and  regulations  of  the 
Town,  to  enforce  penalties  by  issuing  executions  for  any 
adjudged  violation  thereof,  and  to  execute  the  laws  and 
rules  which  the  Commissioners  may  make,  and  to  hear  and 
determine  all  criminal  cases  arising  within  the  corporate 
limits  w^hich  are  cognizable  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of 
the  County  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  North  Car- 
olina. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  Mayor  shall  keep  a  minute  of  all  his  Mayor  to  keep 
judicial  proceedings  and  of  all  process  issued  by  him.  The 
judgments  rendered  by  him  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
efficacy  of  judgments  rendered  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
and  may  be  enforced  against  persons  in  the  County  of  Gran" 
ville  and  elsewhere,  in  same  manner  and  by  same  means, 
as  if  the  same  had  been  rendered  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
of  the  County  of  Granville. 

Ssa  17.  That  the  Mayor  shall  keep  his  office  in  some    oiBce. 
convenient  place  in  the  Town,  shall  keep  the  seal  of  the 
corporation  and  perform  such  other  dudes  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed. 

Sec.  18.  That  the  Mayor,  when  present,  shall  preside  at    Mayor  to  preside, 
■all  meetings  of  the  Commissioners,,  and  when  there  is  an 
equal  division  upon  any  question,  he- shall  determine  it  by 
his  vote. 

Sec.  19.  That  the  Commissioners  shall,  within  five  days  commissionere  to 
after  their  election,  convene  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
and  a  majority  of  them  shall  be  competent  to  perform  the 
duties  of  Commissioners,  unless  otherwise  provided,  and,  at 
their  first  meeting,  shall  fix  stated  days  for  meeting  for  the 
term  of  their  office,  which  shall  be  as  often  at  least  as 
once  in  every  month  :  Provided^  nefverthdess^  That  special  PtoViao. 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Mayor,  or  a  majority  of  tlie^ 
Commissioners,  of  which  written  notice  shall  be  given. 

Sec.  20.  That  if  the  Mayor,  or  any  Commissioner,  shall    pine  of  Mayor  and

Skc.  21.  That  the  Commissioners,  when  convened,  shall 
have  power  to  make  and  provide  for  the  execution  of  such 
ordinances,  rules  and  regulations^  for  the  government  ot 
the  Town,  as  they  may  deem  necessary :  Provided^  They 
are  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  and  are  allcnved  by  the 
laws  of  the  State. 

8bc.  22.  That  among  the  powers  hereby  conferred  upon 
tb^  Commisionere,  they  may  borrow  money,  pledge  the 
credit  of  the  Town  and  contract  debts  for  the  improvement 
of  the  Town  :  Provided^  neverthdeBS^  That  these  powers  be 
exercised  £*rictly  in  accordance  with  section  seven,  Article 
seven  of  the  Constitution  of  Nortli  Carolina,  and  after  the 
consent  of  tbp  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  first 
had  and  obtained  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  ah^ 
teen,  Article  two,  ^t  the  same  Constitution.  They  shall 
provide  water,  provide  for  the  cleansing  and  repairing  the 
streets,  regulate  the  .ixiarket,  take  all  proper  means  to  pre- 
vent and  extinguish  .fire^,  jnake  regulations  for  the  proper 
observance  of  the  Sabbath.  They  may  appoint  and  regu- 
late Town  watches,  suppress.and  remove  nuisances,  preserve 
the  health  of  the  Town  from  coQtagious  and  infections 
diseases,  appoint  Constables  to  Ojcecute  such  processes  a^ 
the  Mayor  ^od  other  persons  may  lasvjGally  issae  to  them  to 
preserve  the  peace,  i&c.

They  shall  have  power  to  prevent  the 
running  at  large,  within  the  same  limits,  dogs,  horses,  cows, 
and  all  other  brutes.  They  may  prevent  by  penalties  the 
firing  of  guns,  pistols,  crackers,  gunpowder  or  other  explo- 
sive materials  in  the  streets  or  corporate  limits.  They  may, 
within  the  same  limits,  i)reveut,  in  like  manner,  the  riding 
or  driving  of  horses  or  other  beasts  at  a  greater  speed  than 


liqaorft, 
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seven  miles  an  hour.  They  may  establish  and  regulate 
markets  witliin  the  corporate  limits,  prescribe  at  what  time 
and  place  marketable  articles  may  be  sold,  in  what  manner 
the  same  shall  be  sold,  whether  by  weight,  measure  ur 
otherwise,  erect  scales,  appoint  a  weigh  master,  establish 
his  fees,  and  shall  also  have  the  power  to  prevent,  by  peo- 
alties,  forestalling  and  regrating. 

Pnbiic  BuUdings.  Sec.  26.  That  the  Commissioners  may  erect  all  public 
buildings  necessary  for  the  Town.  They  may  provide  for 
the  organization  and  equipment  ot  fire  companies,  and  the 
majority  of  the  Commissioners  present  may  take  all  neo^- 
sary  measures  to  extinguish  or  prevent  the  spread  of  any 
fire.  They  may  take  all  needful  measures  and  precautions 
for  preventing  the  entrance  into  the  Town  of  any  contagioiK 
or  infectious  diseases  or  to  arrest  the  progress  of  the  same. 

Licensee  to  mQ  Sec.  27.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of 
County  Commissionei's  to  grant  any  license  to  retail  spirit- 
»  uous  liquors  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  Town  or 
within  a  mile  thereof,  without  permission  in  writing  first 
obtained  by  the  person  or  persons  applying  to  the  said 
County  Board  for  such  licenses  from  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Town  therein  being,  and  if  any  license  be  granted  with- 
out such  permission,  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Towd 
Commissioners  and  exhibited  to  the  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners and  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  said  Board,  the  same 
shall  be  utterly  void,  and  the  persons  retailing  under  such 
licenses  shall  be  liable  to  indictment  as  for  retailing  without 
license  and  shall  moreover  forfeit  to  the  Town  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars.

That  in  all  cases  where  luda ment  may  be  entered    Fines  and  judg- 
against  any  pei-son  or  ])erson8  tor  fines  or  penalties,  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  Town,  and  the  person 
or  persons  against  whom  the  judgment  is  obtained  refnses 
or  is  unable  to  pay  such  judgment,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Mayor  or  other  person  acting  in  his  stead  before  whom  the 
judgment  is  obtained  to  order  or  requiie  such  person   or 
pei-sons  so  convicted  to  work  on  the  streets  or  other  public 
works  of  tlieTown,  until  at  fair  wages  such  person  or  per- 
sons shall  have  worked  out  the  full  amount  ot  the  judgment    ' 
and  costs :  Provided^  however^  That  any  person  or  persons    Proviso. 
60  convicted  may  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court  of  the  County 
in  the  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations  as  are  now 
prescribed  by  law  for  appeals  from  judgments  rendered  by 
Justices  of  the  Peace.

CHAPTER     CXX. 

AN  ACT  TO  mCORPORATR  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  PLANTERS 
MUTUAL  INSURANCE  AND  LOAN  COMPANY.

And  the 
said  Commissioners  shall  have  power  at  any  time  to  abdish 
this  office  and  devolve  the  duties  thereof  upon  the  Town 
Constable,  who  shall  be  required  in  that  event  to  give  the

Seo.  14.  That  the  said  Commissioners  shall,  at  their  first    Town  OoneUbie.

hibit all  trades  or  occupations,  which  are  nuisances,  from

CHAPTER     CXXIV. 


AN  ACT  TO  CHAKTEB  THE  BANK  OF  CUMBERLAND.. 


Section  1.  The  General  Assernhly  of  North  Carolina  do  capital  stock. 
enacts  That  a  Bank  be  established  in  the  Town  of  Fayctte- 
ville,  County  of  Cumbertend,  and  State  of  North  Carolina, 
to  be  styled  "  The  Bank  of  Cumberland,"  the  capital  stock 
of  which  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  for 
receiving  subscriptions  to  said  stock,  books  shall  be  opened 
of  Fayette ville  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  April,  eighteen 
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hundred  and  sixty-nine,  under  the  supervision  as  Conamis- 
sionere  of  E.  P.  Buxton^  T.  A.  Byrnes,  and  T.  S.  Lutterloh, 
and  when  three  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed 
and  tlie  money  paid,  tlie  stockliolders  may  meet  at  a  time 
and  a  place  they  may  appoint,  and  elect  three  Directors, 
who  shall  serve  one  year  and  until  their  snceessors  shall  be 
elected  and  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and 
said  Directors  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  Presi- 
dent during  their  terra  of  office. 

uwfi,  &c.  Sec.  2.  Said  President  and  Directors  shall  and  may  adopt 

and  use  a  common  seal  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  may 
make  and  adopt  proper  and  necessary  laws  for  their  gov- 
ernment, may  appoint  all  necessary  officers  and  agents,  fix 
their  compensation  and  take  bond  and  security  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  their  duties,  prescribe  the  manner  of  paying 

Leinoa stock,  for  stock  and  transfer  thereof.  Said  Bank  shall  have  alien 
on  the  stock  for  debts  due  it  by  the  stockholders  before  and 
in  preference  to  other  creditors  of  the  same  dignity,  except 
for  taxes,  and  shall  pay  to  the  State  an  annual  tax  on  each 
share  of  one  hundred  dollars,  a  sum  equal  to  that  charged 
by  the  State  on  other  property  of  the  same  value. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  Bank  may  discount  notes  and  other 
evidences  of  debt,  receive  and  pay  out  the  lawful  currency 
of  the  country,  deal  in  exchange,  gold  and  silver  coin  and 
bullion,  and  purchase  and  hold  a  lot  of  ground  for  a  place 
of  business,  and  may  at  pleasure  sell  or  exchange  the  same, 
and  may  hold  such  real  and  personal  estate  and  property  as 
may  be  conveyed  to  secure  debts,  and  may  sell  and  convey 

Deposits.  the  same.    It  may  receive  on  deposit  any  and  all  sums  of 

money,  on  terms  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  officers  and 
depositors,  minors,  apprentices  and  feme  coveris^  may  de- 
posit therein  and  control  the  deposit  so  made  for  their  own 
separate  use,  free  from  all  other  control  or  contract  what- 
ever, and  may  receive  on  deposit  monies  held  in  trust  by
